Conclusions and Implications , * 

Due to the high participation rate of students in the survey and

because the surveyed students , had similar characteristics to tWe whole 
student body^ generalization to the whole college Is possible, this means 
that but of say 6000 students about 600 had some dflssatlsfactlon^wlth 
their Fall 197^ scheduled. The "most common complaints were: 1) that courses 

- ' ^ ■ • ■ ■ . ' ■ . : 

needed for graduation were not offered to both day and night students, 
2) that night coutses should start at 5:30 or 6:Q0 1p.m. Instead^ 5:00 p.m. 
to allow more time to get to school from worl;^ and 3) registration times * 
should take Into account how many hours a student has so tlmt those closest 
to graduation can register first. .'^ 

Closed courses posed the biggest problem to students during registra- 



tion and about 1550 students experienced at least^on^ closed course on 

their schedule.
